Unfortunately, doctors do 
not make house calls anymore 
but “The Doctor Bus” is the 
next best thing: The Glades 
area Med-Mobile is a doctor's 
office on wheels that will come 
to your neighborhood.

Today, yesterday, tomorrow 
and every day seven American 
children will be born with a 
devastating birth defect. One- 
half of these tragedies can be 
prevented by taking one pill a 
day. This pill can also prevent. 
approximately one-half of the

Some of the defects occur 
when the neural tube in devel- 
oping fetuses fails to close 
properly, which can lead to a 
child born with no brain (anen- 
cephalic) or with an opening in 
the spine itself (spina bifida). 
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During the first month of preg- 
nancy (when most women don't 
even realize that they are preg- 
nant) rapid cell division is tak- 
ing place. This is when our car- 
rier of genetic information or 
DNA is produced. We need lots 
of folic acid to make DNA. 
Roughly one-half of all preg- 
nancies are unplanned, there- 
fore all women of child-bearing 
age should take folic aced dai- 
ly. How do you get this "magi- 
al" substance? By taking a 
multivitamin with 400 mcgs. 
(micrograms) of folic acid or by 
eating foods containing folic 
acid. Some good sources of. 
folate include: most breakfast 
cereals, (especially Product 19 
and Total which ‘will give you 
one day's requirement), 
legumes like pinto beans, red 
kidney beans, split peas, 
lentils, and chickpeas, spinach, 
brussel sprouts, broccoli, 
asparagus, romaine lettuce, 


beets, and orange juice. 

Researchers are conducting 
many studies as to why people 
who reported eating more 
folate-rich foods were less like- 
ly to develop colon cancer. Are 
they at a lower risk because of 
what they eat or because of 
something else tH&y do? People 
who eat lots of fruits and veg- 
etables and don't eat a lot of 
fat, especially animal fat, do 
seem to have a lower incidence 
of colon cancer. 
There are so many birth 
defects that we can't do any- 
thing about. If you are of child- 
bearing age (whether you plan 
on getting pregnant or not) and 
you can prevent a birth defect 
by taking one pill a day or eat- 
ing a healthy diet, why not 
save yourself and your uriborn 
child from a life-threatening 
defect?

Defeat the "Divide and conquer" strategy

U.S. Sugar Corp, 

After years of Farm Bill bat- 
tles with budget-cutting con- 
gressmen, environmentalists, 
and liberal urbanites who 
think food grows in the back 
room at Publix, American 
farmers now are facing an even 
more dangerous treat - other 
farmers. 

Cunning opponents have 
employed the age-old divide 
and conquer strategy in this 
year's Farm Bill debates. 
Attempting to pit farmer 
against farmer, opponents hope 
to unravel the united front 
that farmers have traditionally 
maintained in Washington. 

At the forefront of all the 
media hoopla is America's sug- 
ar program. Ironically, the sug- 
ar program that is supposedly 
"shrinking your piece of the 
pie" operates at no cost to the 
federal treasury, sF 

In addition to operating at no 
cost, the sugar program actual- 
ly returns more than $30 mil- 
lion a year in marketing 
assessments to the U.S. Trea- 
sury. 

The sugar program provides 
over 420,000 jobs nationwide 
and contributes $26 billion 
annually to the U.S. economy. 
Opponents of the program 
have given: little thought to 
what these farmers and rural 
communities will do to survive 
if sugar is no 1ўпдег an Ameri- 
can product. 

They have given even less 
thought to what our country 
will do when we are no longer 
self-sufficient in basic agricul- 
tural commodities such as sug- 
ar. + 
- Like most American farmers, 
America's sugar farmers are 
among the most efficient-in the 
world, ranking in the top 25 
percent of all sugar producers. 
They can compete with sugar 
farmers anywhere in the 
world. - y 

But they cannot compete 
with foreign governments. 
Most other sugar producing 
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nations protect and subsidize 
their domestic sugar produc- 
tion. 

For example, Europe pays its 
sugar farmers 30 cents a 
pound for sugar compared to 
the 20 to 22 cents American 
farmers receive. Americans 
pay less than 40 cents a pound 
for sugar in our grocery stores, 
compared to $1.23 a pound for 
French sugar in Paris. 

In fact, we could deliver our 
sugar to the shelves of Paris 
for less than half their price, 
but Europe doesn't allow it. 

If we unilaterally dismantle 
our program, our farmers will 
be forced to compete with the 
heavily subsidized European 
sugar farmers. who overpro- 
duce and dump in excess of six 
million pounds of sugar on the 
world market. They would soon 
be forced out of business. 

Sugarcane and sugar beet 
farmers and their communities 
would be devastated. Add 
90,000 corn farmers who grow 
corn for corn sweeteners to the 
list of casualties. 

The value of corn used as 
corn sweetener adds 25 cents 
to the price of every bushel of 
corn in the United States. If 
the program is eliminated, the 
price of corn sweetener falls as 
sugar falls. 

With cheaper sugar, many 
manufacturers will return to 
using sugar, displacing high 
fructose corn syrup. This will 
deal a severe blow to the corn 
markets, returning over 695 
million bushels of corn to an

already glutted market. 

Prices will plummet, and 
corn producers will lose much 
more than the $1.6 billion they 
currently receive from corn 
millers. 

Until now, deficiency pay- 
ments helped bridge the gap 
for the nations corn and grain 
farmers. But if budget-cutting 
pressure forces an end to the 
sugar program (which has no 
budget impact), you can be 
sure that the corn and other 
subsidies will be slashed as 
well.

Today anyone in the U.S. can 
make a local or long-distance 
telephone call to any person 
with hearing and/or speech dis- 
abilities without using any spe- 
cial equipment or incurring 
any extra charges. 

All you need to do is call your 
local or toll-free number for 
Telecommunications. Relay 
Services (TSR), which, as its 
name suggests, is a relay ser- 
vice linking all Americans. 

TRS is simple to use. A caller 
(whether they are 
hearing/speech disabled or not) 
dials a TRS relay operator, 
(called a Communications 
Assistant or CA) who then 
places the call to the persori 
that caller wants to reach. 

The CA relays, messages 
back and forth, listening to the 
voice from one party and trans- 
lating it to text for the party 
using a text telephone and vice 
versa. The text telephone 
(TTY) allows @ person with 
speech or hearing disabilities 
to type conversation out and 
receive typed conversation 
back. 

The service is strictly cop 
dential and callers can ask for 
either a male or female relay 
operator. 

There are no extra fees or 

charges for. using this tele- 
phone service. TRS users pay 
the вате rates paid as equiva- 
lent voice calls. You can even 
ask your long distance carrier 
for their TRS number. 
7. You can get the number of 
your from your telephone 
directory or from your directo- 
ry assistance. 

TRS has just celebrated its 
second birthday and is already 
one of the fastest growing com- 


munications service of any 
kind in the world. 

Yet many Americans still are 
unaware of TRS and its bene- 
fits to them. The Federal 
Communications Commission, 
which set up TRS under the 
Americans With Disabilities 
Act . (ADA), wants all 
Americans to know how impor- 
tant this program is — and 
how eas it is to use. 

TRS can Ье used for critical, 
life saving calls to medical per- 
sonnel; it can be used to find 
and keep jobs and it can be 
used, just like any other phone

The big alligator factory will 
host 200 hunters this year 


Two hundred of the 573 per- 
mitted alligator hunters this 
September will be stalking 
the vastness of Lake 
Okeechobee which has been 
described as a "big alligator 
factory” by some, 

A conservative estimate is 
that upwards of 16,000 alliga- 
tors live in the 700-square 
mile lake, said Lt. Jim 
Huffstodt, Everglades region- 
al public information coordi- 
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nator with the Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. 

“Lake Okeechobee is prime 
alligator habitat,” Huffstodt 
said. “Not only are there a lot 
of alligators, the lake also 
contains some of the biggest. 
Last year one hunter took a 
13-foot, eight-inch long gator 
out of the lake.” 

The 574 alligator hunters 
were chosen: by a random 
computer draw from 8,909 
applicants across the state. 
Hunters are assigned one of 
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two phases, the first running 
from Sept. 1-15, and the sec- 
ond phase from Sept: 16-30. 

Each hunter is authorized 
to take) up to six alligators 
after completing a three-hour 
training session before „the 
season hegan. 3, 

Alligator trapping licenses 
are $250 for residents and 
$1,000 for non-residents. 

The hunter may have up to 
three trapping agents to 
assist them in the hunt, but 
agents. may not hunt gators 
independently of the permit- 
ted hunter. A trapping agent 
must purchase a $50° non- 
transferrable trapping agent 
licenses 

Alligator hunters may not 
use firearms. They can use 
spears, gigs, long-sticks, har- 
poons, snares, or bows if the

"The education community's 
reception to the expansion has 
also been outstanding," said 
Dr. Kenneth Daly, chief of the 
Air Force Junior ROTC pro- 
gram headquartered at 
Maxwell Air Force Base, Al. 
“Once. they understood our 
goals, it's difficult to dispute 
the value of the program." 

Air Force Junior ROTC will 
increase from 320 to 609 units, 
approximately 38,000 students, 
by 1996. As of early March, 68 
of the 91 high schools offered 
the opportunity to begin an Air 
Force ROTC program this year 
accepted. The Air Force plans
